patients received new 
hearts

Thursday after earlier trans­ 
plants failed. 
Everett Thomas, 47, the na­ 
tion’s 
longest-surviving 
heart 
transplant, received a second 
replacement at St. Luke’s Hos­ 
pital in Houston, Tex. His condi­ 
tion today was listed as satisfac­ 
tory. 
Darrell Hammarley, 56, re­ 
ceived a second heart at Stan­ 
ford University Hospital, Stan­ 
ford, Calif., after the first re­ 
placement began beating errati­ 
cally within six hours. His con­ 
dition today was given as fair. 
Hammarley, a retired airline 
pilot from San Jose, Calif., was 
the first in history to undergo a 
second 
heart 
transplant. 
Dr. 
Norman E. Shumway, a pioneer 
heart transplant surgeon, was in 
charge of the surgical team. 
Dr. Denton E. Cooley headed 
the team operating both times 
on Thomas, who received his 
first donor heart May 3 in the 
world’s ninth heart transplant. 
Thomas, an accountant, was 
discharged from 
the hospital 
last summer and began work as 
a trust consultant for a bank in 
Houston. 
He was readmitted to the hos­ 
pital last month and it was an­ 
nounced he was showing signs 
of rejecting the heart. His condi­ 
tion was reported as serious 
shortly before the second trans­ 
plant. 
The hospital did not identify 
Thomas’ second donor but said 
she was a 47-year-old woman 
who died of a brain hemorrhage 
shortly before his second altera­ 
tion began. 
The Stanford donor s also were 
not named. 
Hammarley, a pilot for 23 
years, 
was 
forced 
to 
retire 
about a year ago. He had three 
heart attacks. 
He received his first trans­ 
plant Wednesday. Six hours lat­ 
er’ the organ developed an errat­ 
ic rhythm and showed a below 
normal over-all performance. 
The removed heart—the first 
transplant—w’ill be autopsied to 
determine what went wrong, 
doctors said. It was extremely 
fortunate that a second donor 
was available and it shows the 
need for organ banks to meet 
i emergencies, they added. 


(APi 
A new explosion, 
sending 
flames shooting upward like a 
flash of lightning, hit the coal 
mine today where 78 men have 
been trapped in burning pas­ 
sageways for two days. 
The blast at 2:50 a.m. shook 
the company store more than 
four miles away. 
It was the latest in a chain of 
explosions that started Wednes­ 
day morning and trapped 78 of 
the 99 men working the early 
shift in the Mountaineer Coal 
Co. No. 9 mine. The other 21 ei­ 
ther escaped or were pulled 
from the mine. 
“We have no control of the 
fire.” a company official told a 
midmorning news conference. 
“The explosion put us back to 
where we were yesterday.” 
Families of the trapped min­ 
ers listened to the news confer­ 
ence over a loudspeaker set up 
outside the company store. 
Several women went into hys­ 
terics at the mention of gas and 
nurses 
administered sedatives 
to calm them. Of the group of 
about 75, up to 40 were in teal’s. 
William 
Poumdstone, 
execu­ 
tive vice president of Consolida­ 
tion Coal Co. said in a brief 
statement officials were evalu­ 
ating the affect of the blast. 
“We have to assume that meth­ 
ane gas was involved,” he said. 
Asked if the company planned 
to block all entrances to the 
800-foot deep mine, entombing 
the miners in an attempt to 
smother the fire, he said:

would be made to seal the 
Mod’s Run air vent, where the 
explosion occurred, in an effort 
to control the fire below.

French franc will be devalued.

Fraz Josef Strauss said today. 
He told reporters the French 
Cabinet will have to decide the 
extent of the devaluation. 
He spoke as the three-day 
emergency conference on the in­ 
ternational monetary crisis was 
ending. 
Informants said after Thurs­ 
day’s

peared the franc would be re­ 
duced either by IO per cent, 
from 20 cents to 18 cents, or by 
15 per cent to 17 cents. 
A spokesman for the office of 
French Premier Maurice Couve 
de Murville said in Paris there 
would be no announcement until 
after the French Cabinet meets 
on Saturday. 
To bolster the new value of 
the franc, the IO nations at the 
conference were getting togeth­ 
er a line of credit in other cur­ 
rencies which France could use 
to halt the flight of capital from 
French banks. 
A West German source said $2 
billion would be subscribed by 
members of the “Group of IO” 
at the Bonn meeting, the West­ 
ern 
world’s 
leading 
financial 
powers. The Bank of Interna­ 
tional Settlements in Switzer­ 
land reportedly offered an addi­ 
tional $950 million. 
Blow To DeGaulle 
Members of the French dele­ 
gation admitted privately that 
devaluation of the franc was 
certain. But it was a severe 
blow to President Charles de 
Gaulle, 
celebrating 
his 
78th 
birthday today. A week ago he 
said devaluation would be “ the 
worst possible absurdity.** 
The crisis resulted from the 
large-scale exchange of francs 
for West German marks by spec­ 
ulators acting in the belief that 
France would have to devalue 
her currency because of eco­ 
nomic setbacks stemming from 
last spring’s worker-student cri­ 
sis and that the West Germans 
would have 
to 
increase 
the 
value af their rn aik because of 
the heavy surpluses they have 
piled up from exports. 
Throughout the Bonn meeting, 
the West Germans refused to re­ 
value the mark although many

Both Benefit 
Instead

West Germans 
agreed to an indirect revalua­ 
tion, reductions in the tax re­ 
bate on exports alto in the tax 
on imports. Both will benefit 
France since the two countries 
trade more with each other than 
with anyone else, and British 
and American exporters 
also 
should benefit. 
West Germany’s huge foreign 
trade surplus, which is expected 
to total more than $4 billion by 
the end of the year, is a growing 
threat to what economic stabili­ 
ty Western Europe has been 
able to achieve. If the German 
export trade is allowed to in­ 
crease unchecked, it can do so 
only at the expense of other ex­ 
porting countries, and ultimate­ 
ly this would be self defeating 
because the export earnings of 
the customer countries would be 
cut off by German competition 
and the customers thus would 
have nothing to buy German ex­ 
ports with. 
Increase Export* 
Revaluation 
of

mark 
would increase the cost of Ger­ 
man exports, give other nations 
more chance at the m arket and 
bring toe flow of trade back into 
balance. 
Whatever the outcome of the 
monetary conference, Britain is 
in for stiffer curbs cm spending 
to increase exports and cut im­ 
ports. Members of both major 
parties were ready for tougher 
action to bring Britain’s trading 
books into balance, something 
the government has been striv­ 
ing to do since 1964. The moves 
most widely forecast were in­

bo contract for services, etc. Tile elected supervi­ 
sor, or the city councilman, serving on both bod­ 
ies

one-man, 
one-vote 
constituency, 
would then be wearing two hats and serving the 
interests of both local governments, wiiich in­ 
terests might not be identical. Whose interest 
would he favor? He could have a conflict of in­ 
terest ! 
Tile Press thought that Attorney General 
Kelley was playing ball off the field when he 
ruled earlier that bank directors couldn’t serve 
on school boards because the schools might de­ 
posit their funds in the bank and create a conflict 
of interest. The situation exemplifies the diffi­ 
culty of drawing a line on conflict of interest.

But we think there is good reason to avoid 
even the appearance of conflict of interest. We 
think that Frank Stunak, the superintendent of 
the Big Bay de Xoc School District, should not 
be a member of the new Delta County Board of 
Supervisors. These two local governments should 
be represented by persons whose membership 
does not straddle both of them. And that goes 
for the board-city council relationship. 
The tizzy here seems to hinge on legality. 
There should also be consideration of propriety, 
even if the law makes it doubly legal. 
If we were so lacking in good citizens that 
we had to make the willing wear several govern­ 
ment hats there might be some excuse for a tem­ 
porary arrangement to let our representatives 
serve several masters. But this is not the case. 
Let us democratize the process and involve 
more people in our self-government. 
And we’re hornswoggled if we can think of 
8 good reason why anyone would want to collect 
a closet full of government hats to wear. Better 
a distribution of them. 


Hawk Changes 
When a hawk of such brilliant plumage as 
McGeorge Bundy begins molting, the new’ cry 
he makes is of more than passing ornothological 
interest. 
Bundy, chief foreign policy aide to Presi­ 
dents Kennedy and Johnson until he resigned in 
December, 1965. playing an important support­ 
ing role in the two major decisions made about 
Vietnam — the commitment of American troops 
to combat and the program of restrained, sus­ 
tained bombing attacks on North Vietnam. 
Today, as president of the Ford Foundation, 
he stlil defends these decisions as the right ones, 
taken at a time when the communists were close 
to victory in South Vietnam. Now, however, he 
calls for a program of do-escalation to “lift this 
burden from our lives.” 
The North Vietnamese, it seems, have 
crosser us up by refusing to cave in. Thus Bun­ 
dy’s recommendation for a withdrawal of U. S. 
forces down to a level of about 100,000 troops, 
which he says could be achieved without insuring 
the defeat of South Vietnam, is based “not on 
moral outrage or political hostility to the ob­ 
jective, but rather on the simple and practical 
ground that escalation will not work and that 
continuation on our present course is unaccept­ 
able.” 
It is unacceptable, says Bundy, because the 
penalties upon us are too great. The penalties are 
the annual costs of $30 billion, the annual sacri­ 
fice of more than 10,000 American lives, the in­ 
creasing bitterness and polarization of our peo­ 
ple and “the growing alienation of a generation 
w’hich is the best we have had.” 
In other words the Vietnam war is simply 
not paving off and further investment in it at 
the current level will only further unbalance the 
equitation. 
One thing seems certain. The next president 
early in his first year in office will have to choose 
among three alternatives: Continuation of the 
war as it is going now, a sharp escalation and 
even more massive commitment of American re­ 
sources. or a gradual disengagement as the bur­ 
den of the war is shifted to the South Vietna­ 
mese.

Thieu’s government. 
It is one thing for the Saigon 
government to attempt to ne­ 
gotiate in secret with the Viet 
Cong in an effort to find an 
end to the war. It is another 
for the Viet Cong to sit as 
equals in a Paris conference. 
This de facto recognition im­ 
plies that the Viet Cong will 
hold positions of prominence 
in whatever 
South Vietnam 
government emerges from the 
peace talks (if any). 
It sug­ 
gests that some sort of coali­ 
tion government is inevitable, 
as the VC have insisted all 
along. 
Some prudent men in South 
Vietnam, 
if they have heard 
about the Viet Cong’s five-sec­ 
ond trials and executions at 
Hue in the Tet invasion, will 
now believe it is necessary to 
quietly make deals with local 
Viet Cong operatives. 
After all, it may be that in

McNamara's Visit 


Brings Violence 


CALCUTTA, India (AP) — 
Mob 
violence 
accompanying 
World Bank President Robert S. 
McNamara’s visit to Calcutta 
continued into its second day to­ 
day as police and students again 
clashed in front of the U.S. In­ 
formation Service building. 
Fighting erupted when police 
tried to disperse more than 200 
student* burning an effigy of 
McNamara. 
A bus belonging to a state 
government-run line was 
set 
ablaze, while another group set 
fire to two trams about two 
miles away.

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Do-It-Yourself 
Care For Wood Floors

Wood floors are the pride 
and joy of many a home. But 
when 
they 
start 
to 
suffer 
from 
marks, 
stains. 
worn 
spots, cracks and splits they 
lose their beauty. Since wood 
floors arc so easy to repair, it 
doesn’t pay to allow them to 
deteriorate. 
M arks 
made 
by 
rubber 
heels, 
casters 
and 
similar 
items and which do not re­ 
spond 
to 
simple 
wiping-up 
can be removed by a brisK 
rubbing with a cloth moist­ 
ened w ith turpentine or some 
other solvent. The earlier you 
get to the job, the less effort 
and the less solvent you will 
have to use. 
This treatm ent may remove 
tome of the finish but it is 
<asy to restore. 
Smooth the 


area 
by rubbing 
with 
steel 
wool and then coat the spot 
with clear shellac. Finish with 
varnish if that is the way the 
rest of the floor is finished. 
Finish the job by waxing 
the floor. 


M arks that go deep, such 
as 
cigarette 
burns 
or 
deep 
dents, are a little more work 
to clear up. Scrape the mark 
out with 
a chisel or knife, 
then fill with plastic wood. 
Use one to match the old wood. 
Once it is dried, sand it and 
wax it. 


Some 
discolorations 
soak 
through the finish and into the 
wood itself. When this happens 
you will have to remove the 
wax and old finish. Once down 
to the bare wood, bleach the 
stain. Use a commercial bleach 
available in paint stores 
and

follow instructions explicitly. 
With the stain bleached out, 
refinish with several thin coats 
of shellac or varnish. 
Cracks often develop along 
the grain of floor boards. 
A 
little glue and sawdust make 
a good filler. Scrape out the 
cracks and clean 
thoroughly 
of any grease and dirt. 
Fill, 
allow to dry, sand and finish. 
The boards in new floors 
sometimes 
shrink 
and 
sep­ 
arate. This is caused by us­ 
ing either green or wet wood, 
which then shrinks as it dries 
out. 
Fill the openings with 
plastic wood, wood putty or 
glue and sawdust. 
Occasionally there will 
be 
a section of flooring th at will 
need replacing because it is 
rotted 
or 
damaged. 
Cut 
a 
new section of floor board to 
fit the damaged 
area. 
Cut 
out the old by drilling holes 
at the corners and chiseling 
out. 
Since 
the 
new 
floor 
board is grooved it will be 
difficult to fit in from above. 
Plane off the underside of the 
groove and fit in place. Tap 
in place for a good fit, using 
a 
wood 
block 
between 
the 
floor and the ham m er to avoid 
m arring. 
Drill 
pilot 
holes 
for 
the 
nails, making the holes slight­ 
ly sm aller than the nails. Nail 
at all four corners and coun­ 
tersink the nail heads. Before 
nailing, if the new wood seems 
too high and tapping in place 
doesn’t make it flush, plane it 
down. Refinish to m atch the 
rest of the floor, using stain if 
necessary before applying the 
shellac or varnish.

ATL,ANTA. Ga. (AP) — A 51- 
vear-old picture indicates that 
the late John Heisman m ay 
have invented the popular “ I” 
formation way back in 1917. 
Heisman. 
football 
coach at 
Georgia Tech from 1904 through 
1919, was known as “ the father 
of the forw ard pass” and was 
credited 
with 
originating 
(lie 
hidden-ball play, the cointer snap 
and the vocal signals for start­ 
ing a play. 
The Heisman Trophy which 
goes to college football’s best 
player each fall was named 
after him. 
George Griffin, dean em eri­ 
tus of Georgia Tech, produced 
the picture of the “ I” formation 
used by Heisman in 1917, when 
the Yellow Jackets were un­ 
beaten. 
“As 
best as I can recall, 
Heisman called his offense the 
jum p shift,” Griffin said. “ All 
four backs lined up in a straight 
row behind the center. When 
the center bent over the ball, 
that would be the signal for ail 
the jumping and shifting.

Thirty days later she began to 
feel nervous and agitated, later 
developing 
pains 
and 
partial 
paralysis which made it impos­ 
sible for her to get out of bed. 
Doctors from 
Francisco de 
Castro Hospital, which special­ 
izes in rabies, found that the 
girl had contracted the disease. 
A team of surgeons headed by 
Dr. Rafael Aquiles Cali per­ 


formed a unique brain operation 
in an attem pt to save Candida’s 
life. Making two small holes in 
her 
head, 
they 
inserted 
two 
plastic tubes and pumped in hy­ 
perimmune antirabies gam m a 
globulin. 
That was Nov. 9 Today, Can­ 
dida shows every sign of recov­ 
ery, and her doctors say she is 
probably out of danger. 
One text says: 
“ Rabies in 
! man is uniformly fatal when as­ 
sociated with excitation of the 
nervous system and the hydro­ 
phobia 
sym ptom .” 
Dr. 
Max 
Ta rpm, who was responsible for 
I much of the operation, said Can­ 
dida had shown “ a clinical his­ 
tory and all the clinical features 
of rabies.” including the hydro­ 
phobia symptom. The latter re­ 
sults from the rabid person’s 
fear of w ater, associated witn 
inability to swallow.

The NBG show opened with 
Chief Ironside’s devoted girl as­ 
sistant being critically wounded 
as a bystander in a holdup. The 
business of catching the mis­ 
creant proceeded, laced with 
bulletins on the young police­ 
woman’s condition. Of course, 
we seasoned TV viewers knew 
she would pull through. But her 
mishap 
perm itted 
a 
worried 
Chief Ironside to look back on 
the circum stances that f i r s t 
brought them together. 
Thus the program was han­ 
dling two stories at one time. It 
was done by the use of flash­
